I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1957  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Borough. 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  births  and  a fall  in  the  niamber  of  deaths  and  once 
aga±n  it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  there  have  been 
no  deaths  of  any  mother  in  child  birth. 

In  the  year  under  review  there  was  an  epidemic  of 
measles.  However  for  the  first  time  on  record  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  not  a sirgle  case  of  Whooping- 
Cough  was  notified.  As  was  stated  in  the  report  last 
year  1 deplored  the  fact  that  Whooping-Cough  continued 
to  oe  notified  wiien  it  was  still  in  our  means  to  stamp 
out  this  disease.  It  would  now  appear  therefore  that 
the  effects  of  Whooping-Cough  immunisation,  as  for 
Diphtheria,  is  restilting  in  making  Whooping-Cough  a 
rare  disease. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  the  vaccination 
against  Poliomyelitis  and  it  is  hoped  that  one  day  tliis 
disease  will  be  added  to  the  list  of  rare  diseases. 

Once  again  I wish  to  record  my  sincere  thaJiks  to 
our  Clerk  kr.Jack  Mee,  and  to  his  deputy  Mr. H. Lawton, 
and  the  other  members  of  his  stafi'  for  their  help  and 
guidance  in  enabling  me  to  carry  out  my  duties.  I an 
particularly  indebted  to  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  Mr.  R.G.  Whiston,  and  the  members  of  his 
department  with  whom  I v/ork  most  closely.

San5)les  of  water  have  been  submitted  for  analysis 
from  time  to  time  to  the  County  Analyst  and  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Stafford,  and  in  all  cases  the 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  have  proved 
to  be  quite  satisfactory. 

The  hardness  of  the  water  at  present  supplied  from 
Forge  Lane  is  27  parts  per  100,000  v/hilst  the  Hug  Bridge 
water  has  a total  hardness  of  19  and  the  Buglawton  Bore- 
hole approximately  3 parts  per  100,000.

The  following  sections  of  this  report  cover  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector' s Department  and  have 
been  compiled  by  Mr.H.G-.  Whiston,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

During  the  year  the  speed  of  the  Slum  Cleai’amce 
programme  increased  considerably,  orders  of  various 
kinds  on  73  houses  becoming  operative.  The  rate  of 
re-housing  also  commenced  to  increase  and  33  houses 
v/ere  vacated.  Unl’ortunately,  the  decision  by  the 
Council  to  cea^e  house  building  was  taken  at  the  end  of 
the  year  so  that  further  progress  will  be  restricted. 

The  task  of  Meat  Inspection  continued  to  occupy  a 
great  deal  of  time  (and  overtime)  and  100^  inspection  of 
all  animals  slaughtered  was  carried  out.  This, 
however,  has  meant  that  the  time  spent  on  other  statut- 
ory duties  still  has  had  to  be  considerably  reduced. 

'The  advent  of  tlie  Rent  Act,  1957,  brought  many 
inquiries  but  only  18  applications  for  Certificates  of 
Disrepair  were  received  from  tenants,  and  in  just  over 
half  these  cases  tlie  landlords  submitted  undertakings 
to  carry  out  the  repairs. 

As  much  time  as  possible  was  spent  on  enforcing 
the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  and  many  of  the  contra- 
ventions noted  and  brought  to  the  occupiers  attention 
in  1956  had  been  remedied. 

Complaints . 

During  the  year  183  complaints  were  received  and 
investigated;  23  of  these  were  unfounded. 
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63  were  found  to  be  relating  to  dangerous 
structures,  waste  of  water  and  other  matters  and  were 
referred  to  the  Departments  concerned. 

RJBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 


Nuisances, 


Following  conqplaints  and  as  a result  of  routine 
survey,  121  houses  were  inspected,  a total  of  119 
nuisances  were  found  and  69  informal  notices  were 
issued.  In  4 cases  statutory  notices  were  served, 

639  visits  were  made  to  houses  previously  inspected  and 
147  nuisances  were  found  to  be  abated.  65  informal  and 
5 statutory  notices  were  con^jlied  with.  2 statutory 
notices  were  served  under  the  provisions  of  Section  99 
of  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Act,  1953,  requiring 
stoppages  to  be  removed  from  drains. 

Drainage. 

The  repair  of  existing  drainage  was  supervised  and 
necessary  testing  done,  354  visits  were  made  in 
connection  with  this  work  and  the  tracing  of  existing 
drainage  at  various  properties. 

Water  Supply. 

Routine  sair^jles  were  taken  monthly  from  each  of  the 
town®  s systems  of  supply  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Stafford,  for  Bacteriological 
examination.  The  reports  on  samples  submitted  showed 
satisfactory  results. 

Disinfestation. 


D.D.T.  and  Cammexane  compounds  in  liquid  and  powder 
form  are  used  for  this  purpose,  and  successful  results 
have  been  obtained. 

The  houses  and  household  efl'ects  of  new  tenants 
for  Council  houses  are  inspected  and  where  necessary 
disinfestation  is  undertaken  before  removal.  For  this 
and  other  reasons,  142  inspections  have  been  carried 
out  and  16  premises  treated. 

Conversion  of  Pails,  etc. 


The  Council' s resolution  to  make  a grant  of  £5 
towards  the  coat  of  conversion  of  pails  to  water 
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closets  was  continued.  Wo  application  for  grant  was 
made. 


Following  representation  to  the  Cheshire  County 
Council,  the  conversion  of  the  trough- type  closets  to 
water  closets  was  completed  at  St. Stephen's  Infants 
School,  Spragg  Street,  Congleton. 

Offensive  Trades. 


One  premises  is  registered  for  tripe  boiling.  Wo 
complaints  were  received  in  connection  v/ith  the  trade. 
3 inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Disease  and  Disinfection. 


Enquiries  have  been  made  into  25  cases  of 
infectious  disease.  Disinfection  of  premises 
following  these,  and  removals  and  deattis  of  T.B.  cases, 
has  been  carried  out  and  where  necessary  infected 
bedding  has  been  taken  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
kacclesfield,  for  disinfection  by  steam. 

Infected  library  books  are  treated  with  gaseous 
fumigant  before  return  for  circulation. 

Caravans . 


5 visits  have  been  made  in  connection  with  the 
control  of  moveable  dwellings. 

Public  Mortuary. 

This  service  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Department 
and  during  the  year  there  were  27  admissions. 

HOUSIWG  ACT\  1937. 

78  houses  were  inspected  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Housing  Act,  and  178  revisits  were  made  to  houses 
previously  inspected. 

3 houses  in  Clearance  Areas  were  demolished  and  one 
area  cleared. 

14  Demolition  Orders  were  made. 

10  Formal  Undertakings  under  Section  11  of  the 
housing  Act,  193b,  were  accepted  by  the  Council. 
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10  Clearance  Areas  coii5)rising  50  houses  were 
confiniied,  3 houses  from  one  area  being  excluded  by 
tiie  Minister. 

4 Clearance  Areas,  conq^rising  a total  of  18  houses 
were  represented  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government. 

One  Clearance  Area  of  2 houses  for  which  a 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  made  v/as  confirmed.  A 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  for  a Clearance  Ai-ea  of  11 
houses  was  made. 

Improvement  Grants. 

14  applications  were  received  during  the  year  and 
13  were  granted.  81  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose 
of  advising  owners,  inspecting  follovd.ng  applications, 
supervision  of  work,  while  in  progress  and  on  complet- 
ion. 


RENT  ACT,  1957. 


Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

18  applications  were  received  for  Certificates  of 
Disrepair  and  in  all  cases  notice  of  the  Council* s 
intention  to  issue  a certificate  was  served  upon  the 
owner.  10  owners  submitted  Undertakings  to  carry  out 
the  work  specified  and  in  the  remaining  8 cases 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  to  the  tenants. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1935. 

280  inspections  of  premises  used  for  the  prepar- 
ation, storage  or  sale  of  food  were  carried  out. 

56  contraventions  were  found  and  8 informal  notices 
issued.  On  re- inspection  26?  contraventions  had  been 
abated,  and  11  notices  fully  coii5)lied  with. 

Ice  Cream. 


There  are  10  premises  registered  for  the  manuf- 
acture of  ice  cream,  all  use  the  "cold  mix"  method. 

64  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream. 

6 inspections  have  been  made. 
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Preserved  Pood. 


41  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of 
preserved  food  (sausages,  potted  amd  pressed  meats,  etc.) 
and  21  inspections  of  these  premises  were  carried  out. 

Slaughterhouses . 

The  five  private  Slaughterhouses  continued 
operating  throughout  the  year  and  all  licences  renewed 
in  June. 

1727  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  during 
the  year  to  carry  out  meat  inspection  and  the  carcases 
of  offal  of  all  animals  killed  were  inspected. 

I would  point  out  that  since  de-control  the 
number  of  animals  killed  has  increased  over  3 times 
and  the  number  of  visits  by  3 times  and  also  that  this 
extra  work  on  meat  inspection  has  meant  that  the  time 
spent  on  other  statutory  duties  has  had  to  be  consid- 
erably reduced. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat. 

All  meat  and  offal  condemned  is  sold  to  Messrs. 
Beesons  Bros.  Ltdo  of  Grewe,  and  the  firm  undertake  the 
collection  from  the  slaughterhouses  on  the  Council' s 
behalf.  llxpenses  are  deducted  and  the  balance  is  paid 
to  the  slaughterhouse  occupiers. 

The  weights  of  meat  and  offal  are  shovm  in  the 
tables. 

, £318.  13.  8d.  has  been  received  from  Messrs. 

Beesons  Brcs.  Ltd.,  end  paid  to  the  slaughteiiiouse 
occupiers . 

Deadweight  Certification  of  Pigs. 

The  Council  continued  to  adopt  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood's  Patstock  Guarantee 
Scheme  for  deadweight  certification  of  pigs  at  two  of 
the  private  slaughterliouses . 

During  the  year  597  clean  pigs  were  certified 
under  the  provisions  of  the  scheme,  for  which  the 
Council  was  reimbursed  £17.  14s.  Od.  from  the  Ministry. 
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'ruberculosls  Order  ^ '^93Q*_ 

No  animals  were  slaughtered  under  tlie  provisions 
of  the  above  Order.- 

Congenital  Tuberculosis  in  Galve^ 

During  the  year  one  calf  carcase  was  found  to  be 
affected  with  Congenital  'fuberculosis,  and  the  DiviSr- 
ional  Veterinary  Officer  was  notified.
